WASHINGTON, March 13 
(UP) — Senator Karl E. Mundt 
(Rep.), South Dakota, urged to- 
day that investigation of sen- 
sational charges between the 
Army and Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, be 
taken out of McCarthy’s hands. 

Mundt ranks next to Mc- 
Carthy on the Senate Investi- 
geting subcommittee. 

Mundt said he would make a 
formal motion as soon as pos- 
sible that the group invite some 
impartial Senate committee to 
investigate the Army’s report 
that subcommittee counsel Roy 
M. Cohn sought special] favors 
for Pvt. G. David Schine, a for- 
mer aid, and McCarthy’s coun- 
ter-charge that the Army tried 
to “blackmail” him. 

Mundt said he will make his 
motion for the inquiry when 
both McCarthy and Senator 
John L. McClellan of Arkansas, 
ranking Democrat on the sub- 
committee, return to town. Both 
are on speaking engagements 
now but are expected to be in 
Washington Tuesday. 

If no other committee takes 
up the case, Mundt: said he | 
would insist that the subcom- | 
mittee itself handle the inves- 
tigation. i

In these attacks, however, 
small guerrilla bands operated 
secretly at night and then fled, 
avoiding an open fight.

ENFORCE ETHICS 
IN GOVERNMENT 


Measure Designed to 
End ‘Influence Ped- 
dling, Favors’ — 
Morse, Humphrey 
Are Co-Sponsors.

WASHINGTON, March 13— 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.) 


Illinois, said today he plans to}. 


introduce a comprehensive bill 
“to eliminate influence péddling, 
favors and other unethical con- 
duct from both the executive 
and legislative branches of 
government.” 

The measure would overhaul 
present legislation regulating 
conduct of government employes 
and would add sweeping provi- 
sions requiring officials making 
more than $10,000 a year to dis- 
close all outside sources of in- 
come under penalty of law. 

Douglas said the bill, to be in- 
troduced next week, also would 
create a non-partisan commis- 
sion on ethics in government to 
make a complete investigation 
of “the moral standards of offi- 
cial conduct of officers and em- 
ployes of the United States.” 
Morse, Humphrey Co-Sponsors. 

The bill, which Douglas terms 
“the most comprehensive yet 
presented” to curb unethical 
practices . « government offi- 
cials, will co-sponsored by 
Senators Hubert Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, and Wayne 
Morse (Ind.), Oregon. 

Under the measure, annual 
reports on outside sources of 
income, assets and dealings in 
securities and commodities would 
be required from all members of 
Congress, from federal employes 
and members of the a?med 
services — $10,000 a year or 
more, and from members and of- 
ficers of the national committees 
of political parties. 

The reports, which would be 
filed with the comptroller gen- 
eral, would require the following 
information: 

1. Amount and sources of 
all income received during the 


year. 

2. Value of assets held by the 
official or held jointly with 
his wife, and their liabilities. 

3. A “full and complete 
statement of all dealings in 
securities and commodities” 

by the official “or by any per- 

son acting on his behalf or 
pursuant to his direction,” in 
the six-month period prior 
to filing the report. 

Penalties for failure to file a 
report or for giving false infor- 
mation would be fixed at five 
years’ imprisonment, a $2000 


fine, or both. 
Proposed by Morse. 
The provision’ establishing 


penalties for failure to file a 
report is similar to measures 
proposed earlier by Morse. Re- 
ports would be required of all 
officials who had served more 
than six months, with a stag- 
ered schedule of deadlines for 
iling. 

By requiring reports from all 
persons making $10,000 a year 
or more, the bill would affect 
Senators and Representatives, 
who are paid $12,500 annually 
and are given an additional 
yearly tax-free expense account 
of $2500. 

Discussing the provision for 
a commission on ethics in gov- 
ernment, Douglas said the 15- 
man group would be directed to 
make a report to the next ses- 
sion of Congress containing 
recommendations for the im- 
provement of “moral standards” 
of government employes ‘and 
all persons who participate in, 
or are responsible for, the con- 
duct of public affairs.” 

Douglas said the report would 
include a study of the effect of 
lobbying on government policy 
and administration. The com- 
mission, modeled after a sug- 
gestion by Senator J. William 
Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
would be given subpena powers 
to compel testimony in making 
its investigation. 

Nine members of the com- 
mission would represent the 
public, with the other six ap- 
pointed from government circles 
and the two branches of Con- 
gress. ——_ would be 
made by the President and pre- 
siding officers of the Senate and 
House. 

Two other sections of the bill 
would set up a rigid code of 
official conduct governing the 
executive and legislative 
branches. 

Would Bar ‘Favoritism.’ 

In the case of officials in the 
executive branch, the bill would 
amend the present administra- 
tive procedure act “to ibit 
influence and favoritism,” Doug- 
las said. 

“Basically, this portion of the 
bill is designed to eliminate 
the ‘conflicts of interest’ in 
public service, and the exer- 
cise of undue or unethical in- 
fluence and favoritism,” he 
said. Many of its provisions re- 
sulted from investigations by 
Douglas and Fulbright into op- 
erations of the R on 
Finance Corporation. 

The bill would prohibit offi- 
cers and re of the ex- 
ecutive branch from:

of figures—for instance, the 
new sample reported an 885,- 
000 February increase in the 
civilian labor force while the old 
sample showed a 1,354,000 in- 
crease. The new sample indi- 
cated a 120,000 decline in non- 
farm employment but the old 
one registered a 47,000 increase. 

Both methods {involve checks 
at 25,000 households, but the 
new sampling is taken over a 
much wider area than the old. 

Whatever the reason for the 
varying figures—and the census 
bureau said it couldn't give 
any right now—it appeared that 
unemployment had climbed any- 
where from 2,000,000 to 2,500,- 
000 in the four months since 
October, when 1,162,000 were 
reported as jobless. 

The February jobless increase 
was sure to touch off new con- 
troversy about the condition of 
the nation’s economy. The CIO, 
waiting with a statement when 
the census figures were an- 
nounced, called the new total “a 
disgrace to America.” 

“It is essential,” the CIO 
added, “that the Government 
stop whistling in the dark about 
the economic problems facing 
every American, and get to 
work, now, to halt this danger- 
ous rush toward a full-blown 
depression.” 

Government’s Comment. 

Some Government spokesmen 
say there are signs the unem- 
ployment trend is slowing. 

There are a few clues to what 
may happen to March wnem- 
ployment but nothing so far 
conclusive. 

For one thing, joblessness 
among workers covered by up- 
employment compensation rose 
only 33,000 in e two weeks 
Feb, 13-27. This was after the 
Census Bureau made its Febru- 
ary count. However, new claims 
for unemployment compensation 
were up 30,700 to a 318,000 to- 
tal for the week ended March 6. 

If the unemployment trend in 
the manufacturing field is di- 
minishing—and some Govern- 
ment specialists say they think 
this is happening—the March 
situation may depend on what 
happens in agriculture, where 
things largely hinge on the 
weather. 

A year ago farm employment 
rose 350, between February 
and March. In 1952 there was 
a 50,000 decline. Perhaps sig- 
nificantly, farm employment 
went up last month by 413,000 
according to one census Febru- 
_ count and 281,000 by the 
other. :

Cohn a Legal Prodigy When 20; 
Got Pal Schine Job on Staff 


McCarthy’s Counsel Says He Recom- 
mended Rich New Yorker Because of His 
‘Work in Exposing Communism.’ 


WASHINGTON, March 13 
(AP)—Roy Cohn, a storm center 
in the new row between Senator 
Joseph R, McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and the Army, said to- 
day he had a big hand in induc- 
ing McCarthy to enlist pal, 
G. David Schine, for an investi- 
gating assignment. 

Schine, a wealthy 26-year-old 
New Yorker, had served as a 
non-salaried “chief consultant” 
to McCarthy’s Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee, a job on 
which he paid his own expenses 
most of the time, until he was 
drafted into the Army last fall. 
The Army has accused Cohn 
of using threats in an attempt 
to win special treatment for 
Schine as a draftee, and McCar- 
thy has retorted some Army De- 
partment officials tried “black- 
mail” to divert his subcommittee 
from investigations of the Army. 
Cohn denied flatly the Army’s 
accusations. 

Cohn’s Legal Career. 
Cohn was just 20 years old 
when he received his degree 
from Columbia law school in 
New York. He worked as a law 
clerk in the United States attor- 
ney’s office until he turned 21 
—the minimum age to take the 
bar examination in New York. 

Admitted to the bar the fol- 

lowing year, Cohn became an 
United States assistant attorney, 
then an assistant attorney gen- 
eral, jobs which thrust him into 
the Communist investigating 
field. From there he went .to 
the subcommittee as its chief 
counsel in January 1953. 
Cohn said today he does not 
know who interested McCarthy 
in hiring him, but that he never 
applied for the job. By then, 
at the age of 25, Cohn already 
had run up a reputation as a 
tough, pugnacious prosecutor. 
He ig now 27. 

Schine’s Record Vague. 

Just how Schine won spurs as 
an investigator has never been 
very clear. Cohn left it unclear 
today when he said he had rec- 
ommended Schine to McCarthy 
“in view of Schine’s work in ex- 
posing Communism.” 


Cohn said Schine had worked 
with him before—as “a non- 
salaried adviser”"—when Cohn 
was an assistant attorney gen- 
eral investigating alleged sub- 
versive activities by Americans 
working at the United Nations. 
Prior to that, Cohn said, 
Schine had written a pamphlet 
on evils of Communism which 
was distributed by the Schine 
hotels operated by Schine’s 
father, J. Myer Schine.

Adams weathered that mild 
tempest and rode along evenly 
—until Senator McCarthy began 
investigating into alleged Com- 
munism in the Army. On Adams, 
by now general counsel of the 
Army, developed much of the 
work of advising on legal ques- 
tions raised by the investigation 
and of dealing directly with Mc- 
Carthy’s subcommittee. To that 
has been added the new and 
hot issue arising out of the 
Army's report alleging pressure 
by McCarthy and interference 
by committee counsel Roy Cohn. 

Adams’s Military Record. 

Adams is a lawyer by profes- 
sion and a lieutenant colonel in 
e Army reserve. He was com- 
missioned a first lieutenant of 
infantry in 1942 and served in 
various command and staff as- 
signments in the European and 
Mediterranean theaters during 
the war. He was graduated, dur- 
ing his active duty, from the 
Army’s command and general 
staff school at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., and was a major 
when he reverted to inactive 
status in 1946. 

After Adams left Army serv- 
ice at the end of World War II, 
he was named by Herbert 
Brownell, then Republican na- 
tional chairman, to be director 
of young Republican affairs for 
the National Committee. 


OM. WILL BACK UP 
TANKS SOLD 10 U.S. 


Blames ‘Engineering Detail’ 
for Defects in Vehicle 
Transmissions. 


DETROIT, March 13 (AP) — 
General Motors Corp. says in 
answer to reports that hundreds 
of G.M.-built tanks have broken 
down that it will “stand behind 
the products it delivers to the 
United States Government.” 


G.M. blamed an “engineering 
detail” for defects in tank trans- 
missions manufactured by its 
Allison division. It added: 

“The failures which have 
occurred are not due, as have 
been indicated, to r work- 
manship or any deviation from 
approved designs and specifica- 
tions.” 

It said the “engineering de- 
tail” has not performed in serv- 
ice “in the way that might have 
been expected after exhaustive 
field tests made on this particu- 
lar detail.” Already, G.M. con- 
tinued, a large percentage of 
transmissions have been cor- 
rected and the balance will be 
in a relatively short time.” 

Col. Jean E. Engler, com- 
mander of the Army’s tank- 
automotive center at Detroit, 
had said a faulty screw in trans- 
mission assemblies forced 
emergency overhaul of hundreds 
of tanks. 

Engler also said there was a 
dispute over how much of the 
estimated $350,000 repair cost 
G.M. should absorb. Other than

NEW YORK, March 13 (AP)— 
A Puerto Rican Nationalist was 
arrested last night while tele- 


phoning the-FBI about his plans 
to kill President Eisenhower. 
Police identified him ag Jose 
Rivera Colon, an itinerant paint 
sprayer. He is to be arraigned 
today on charges of threatening 
the President. 

While FBI men talked to him 
on the telephone, his call was 
traced and police rushed to the 
drugstore booth to pick him up 
before the call ended. 

Police files showed he had 
once been committed to a men- 
tal institution. The FBI said he 
told them he would kill the 
President “in the next couple of 
months.”

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MALENKOY BIDS 
WEST TO RACE I 
PEACEFUL OUTPUT 


Says Pursuit of Cold 
War Policy Will 
Mean Slaughter, End 


of Civilization, 


MOSCOW, March 18 (UP)— 
Premier Malenkov, in an elec- 
tion speech yesterday invited the 
United States and other capital. 
ist nations to enter into peaceful 
econotnic competition with the 
Soviet Union. 


Malenkoy said, however, that 
pursuit of the cold war policy 
would lead to “new world 
slaughter” with modern weap- 
ons, resulting in “destruction of 
the world and civilization.” 


He declared 1953 “brought 
some easing of world tension.” 
He said the Soviet government 
“stands for a further reduction,” 
and it is only a “myth” that it 
plans aggression. 


“Our position is clear,” Malen- 
kov said. “We stand for peace- 
ful economic competition of the 
Soviet Union with all capitalist 
countries, including, of course, 
the United States of America.” 


The Soviet Premier said his 
government favored extending 
economic and trade relations 
with foreign countries for their 
mutual benefit. 


British Example. 


“One can express satisfaction 
with the fact that London is 
beginning to admit the im- 
portance of developing economic 
relations with the Soviet Union,” 
Malenkoy said. 


He spoke in the Leningradsky 
sector of Moscow, where he is a 
candidate for the Soviet parjia- 
ment in elections tomorrow. 


“Every thinking man cannot 
help wondering now what shouid 
be next step to be taken, how 
to find the basis for consoli- 
dating the peace and security of 
all peoples,” Malenkov said. 


“It is not true that mankind 
has to face only the choice of 
either a fresh world slaughter 
or a so-called cold war,” he 
added. 


Malenkov.urged “internation- 
al conferences” as instrument¢ 
of bringing together “represent- 
atives of various countries en- 
joying equal rights (who) would 
work toward the interests of 
relaxing international tension¢ 
and would seek and find a 
peaceful way of solution of con. 
troversial problems.” 


Notes Allied Unity. 


“One cannot help admitting 
that the main obstacle in th¢ 
way leading to further relaxa‘ 
tion of international tension i¢ 
the fact that Western countries 
approach the solution of impor 
tant international issues as ¥ 
close military group which 
values uppermost aggressive 
strategic considerations,” Mal¢ 
enkov said. 


Turning to the domestic scene, 
Malenkov said the Soviet con- 
sumer goods program is a yeat 
ahead of schedule. 

“In the second half of 1953, 
as a result of measures which 
have been taken, the production 
of consumer goods grew by 
more than 30,000,000,000 rubles 
($7,500,000,000), as compare 
with the first half of the year,’ 
Malenkov said. 

He claimed the national in- 
come last year was more than 
twice as large as before World 
War II, and that workers’ real 
wages had increased 58 per 
cent in the last four years. 

He predicted the fifth Rus- 
sian five-year plan will be com- 
pleted in four years.

speeds up to 70 miles an hour. 

Kraus, firing with his left 
hand and steering with his right, 
emptied his service revolver at 
the truck. By shifting hands, he 
also managed to reload his re- 
volver and handle the radio 
transmitter. 

Day, ae ow. from the truck’s 
cab to exchange shots with pur- 
suing officers, put a bullet 
through the windshield of a car 
driven by Deputy Sheriff Joseph 
Wohlschlaeger. mother bullet 
struck the bumper of Kraus’s 
automobile.

FINED FOR UNAUTHORIZED

(UP)—Prospects for early Senate 


action om Hawaiian-Alaskan 
statehood all but vanished today 
in the face of the Republican 
leadership's announced program 
for the immediate future. 

Although legishation to admit 
the two territories remained of- 
ficially. the Senate's “pending 
business,” there appeared to be 
little chance of any action for 
two weeks or more, 

Debate on the Administration's 
wool price support bill, the elec- 
tion contest over Senator Den- 
nis Chavez (Rep.), New Mexico, 
and the big excise tax cut bill 
are slated to occupy the Senate's 
attention for some time. 

Senate Democratic leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson of Texas has 
warned that the Senate may be 
debating statehood “next July” 
if the measure keeps getting set 
aside. But Senate Republican 
leader William F. Knowland 
said he would go ahead with 
plans to bring up other legisla- 
tior first. 

Meantime, Senator George A. 
Smathers (Rep.), Florida, a lead- 
ing opponent of Hawaiian state- 
hood, introduced a proposal to 
free residents of Alaska and 
Hawaii from income taxes. He 
said it was the first move toward 
making the territories common- 
wealths. He said it would also 
attract residents and industries 
to the two areas. 

Chairman Hugh Butler (Rep.), 
Nebraska, of the Senate Interior 
Committee urged approval of the 
combined statehood bill because 
it now contains “by far the 
best Alaska statehood bill that 
has ever been considered by 
either.-house of Congress.” 

Butler said in a statement 
that he has opposed previous 
Alaskan statehood bills because 
“they failed to give any sub- 
stantial land or resources to the 
proposed state.” He said the 
pending Alaska bill does.

Delaware's Republican Senator John J. Wil- 
liams, a man who believes that federal taxes 
and those who collect them should be as fair 
and as clean as the lilies, has gone to war against 
the 2714 per cent oil depletion allowance, And 
he hag been joined in the new campaign by an- 
other Republican, a man with an old-fashioned 
New England conscience, Senator Aiken of 
Vermont. 

Senator Williams Woes not want this allow- 
ance—which oil producers may deduct from their 
income before they begin calculating the tax— 
wiped out entirely. He would like to see it scaled 
down, however, to no more than 15 per cent. 
There is a case to be made for an industry whose 
chief stock in trade will run out sooner or later. 
But the allowance should not be out of propor- 
tion to the actual exhaustion of its reserves. 

“Suppose a man brought in wells which earned 
him $1,000,000 a year,” said Senator Williams. 
“Under the present law there would be no in- 
come tax on the first 2742 per cent or $275,000 
of gross income. This goes on indefinitely with- 
out regard to the man’s original investment. 
This makes it possible for an individual or a cor- 
poration to recover many times more than the 
original investment.” Williams and Aiken do not 
believe that Washington should accord a special 
group such a tax favor when it cannot balance 
the Federal budget and faces the necessity’of in- 
creasing its debt limit. 

Their argument is by no means new. While 
Treasury Secretary Humphrey has been silent 
on the subject, his predecessors have repeatedly 
appealed for a modification of this oil depletion 
allowance. 

They have suggested the 15 per cent rate al- 
lowance. They have cited figures against the 
stock argument that the higher allowance in- 
duces the risk-taking essential to oil production. 
And they have been backed up by both Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and President Truman. But this 
is no partisan issue. Certain Democrats have 
been just as stubborn about it as some of the 
Republicans. 

Whether Senator Williams will be as success- 
ful in this fight as he was in turning up crooked- 
ness in the Internal Revenue Bureau is doubtful, 
but it would be interesting if he could force the 
issue to a vote, President Eisenhower certainly 
would find it easier to explain the Administra- 
tion’s new tax program if he could point oyt 
that this loophole had been scaled down to what 
should be its real size.

Every City a Two-League City 

It was New York (A) 10, St. Louis (N) 7 the 
other day. But that was in Florida. St. Louis fans 
will have no chance to see the Yankees—or the 
Red Sox, the Indians or any other American 
League team—at Grand and* Dodier unless it 
be in a world’s series or in a not too probable 
exhibition game. That's why Charley DeWitt, 
former vice president of the Browns, has “got 
something.” 

He is proposing that all major league teams 
regularly play one four-game series at home 


, and one on the road with every team in the 


opposite league. Thus St. Louis, now under 
the necessity of getting used to being a one- 
team town, would get a chance to see what the 
Cardinals could do against all the American 
Leaguers. Boston fans, in the same plight, 
would be assured of a chance of seeing all the 
National League clubs. Cleveland, Washington, 
Cincinnati and Pittsburgh would be redeemed 
from their fate of learning about the other 
league only from the’ newspapers. 

The arrangement would come even closer than 
the world’s series and the all-star game to set- 
tling that unsettleable argument as to the rela- 
tive superiority of the two leagues. It ought to 
play sweet music at the ticket windows for money- 
worried owners. Of course, it would mean that 
each National League club would play only 14- 
game series against its rivals, instead of 22. Like- 
wise in the American League, But surely a cham- 
pion could be determined just about as well 
in 100 games as in 150. 

Baseball operators have always been conserva- 
tive, but now that they have started to move 
franchises around, they may be ready for an 
even more interesting—and profitable—innova- 
tion. But we are keeping our fingers crossed. 
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To End the ‘Numbers Game’ 


The “numbers game” on the Administration's 
security risk separations may not be ended yet, 
but it is now possible to draw some conclusions. 
Philip Young, chairman of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, has been giving a breakdown of sorts to 
Congress. Though he has changed the exact fig- 
ures four times, the burden of them is fairly 
‘clear. 

Altogether, the Administration has separated 
somewhat more than 2400 employes as security 
risks. Of these, a little fewer than half were 
dismissed; the others resigned. Of the total, 
about 83 per cent did not in any way involve 
charges of actual disloyalty, subversion or Com- 
munist activity, but were based on suspected sex 
offenses, felonies or misdemeanors, or unspeci- 
fied causes. 

Of the remaining 17 per cent, as Mr. Young 
repeatedly made clear, he cannot say that a sin- 
gle one was separated for actual subversive ac- 
tivity. All he can say is that in 17 per cent of the 
cases derogatory information of ‘a subversive 
character was in the files of employes separated. 
Whether this information was the decisive factor 
in the separations cannot be stated. 

This is, to put it mildly, quite a different pic- 
ture from the one conveyed by Administration 
spokesmen who boasted about getting rid of 
1400 or 2200 Communists, subversives or traitors. 
It is a picture full of many shades of gray, rath- 
er than black and white. 

Democratic Senators contend that in 1952 the 

Truman Administration separated for cause 
more employes than the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion separated in 1953. But that is beside the 
point. The main question is not how many sep- 
arations, but how they should be described. 
. Mr, Young still argues that it is less harsh to 
call a dismissed employe a security risk than to 
call him disloyal. Be that as it may, what is the 
point of calling him a security risk if the real 
reason for his dismissal is something else— 
something that would make him unsuitable even 
if security were not involved? A chronic alco- 
holic, for example, would be an undesirable em- 
ploye even if he never betrayed a Government 
secret. Why call him a security risk when in fact 
he is separated for unsuitability” 

All the trouble can be avoided by a simple 
resolution on the Administration’s part to take 
the security program out of the arena of parti- 
san debate. It is now clear that the Administra- 
tion did not find ‘the Federal establishment 
crawling with hundreds of traitors and Com- 
munists; that it did not fire more than 2000 


traitors or Communists in its first year; that the 


bulk of dismissals was. not for disloyalty or sub- 


versive activity. If the Administration will make 
its political propaganda conform to these facts, 
the “numbers game” can be brought to a merci- 
ful end. ; 


Expressways for Now 

Just how far St. Louls is from really grappling 
with its expressway problem has been illuminated 
by the state highway commission's restatement 
of its own role. y 

Chief Engineer Rex M. Whitton says the state 
still has $7,900,000 @ year to spend on urban 
highway construction in the St. Louis area. That 
is more than half of the urban funds available 
for the whole state—a generous allotment. Mr. 
Whitton reminds County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews that though the state will continue to 
acquire right-of-way for the Mark Twain ex- 
pressway, construction cannot begin on this or 
any other until the county puts up half the 
right-of-way cost. 

Getting three great expressways for the cost 
of half the right-of-way would be a bargain for 
both city and county. But getting them when? 
That is the aspect of the problem which has not 
even been touched so far. 

All three expressways—Mark Twain, Daniel 
Boone and Ozark—are badly needed -right now. 
But the three of them together will cost $144,- 
000,000 to complete. At the rate at which state- 
federal funds presently become available, it will 
be 20 years before the three expressways can be 
completed, The chances are that, in terms of 
meeting the full need, they will be obsolete be- 
fore they are in use. 

In the face of these facts, the wrangles over 
routes which for two years have delayed a start 
on a 20-year expressway program seem rather 
petty and almost irrelevant. The real problem 
which the community ought to be solving is how 
to finance the construction of these three ex 
pressways in five years, not 20. For they are ur- 
gently needed—all of them—now. 
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Picke Vp Ye Penye 

A maxim, or familiar phrase, that has stood 
up for 400 years, now seems on the verge of 
falling down. We refer to the admonition, in all 
its variations, to save pennies. ‘Who so spareth 
not the penye shall neuer come by the pownde” 
quoth Miles Coverdale in The Christen State of 
Matrymonye in 1541. Lord Chesterfield, Ben- 
jamin Franklin and Bernard Shaw are only a 
few of the many who have said it since, 

But youngsters don’t believe it any more. Not 
if we are to take the word of Bill Graf, who runs 
a filling station in. Waco, Neb., and ought to 
know. Mr. Graf deposits a penny here and there 
on the ground around his filling station, to ob- 
serve what people will do about them. Young- 
sters spot them but won't stoop to pick them 
up; sometimes kick at the coins in annoyance, 
he says. The only people who bother to pick up 
the pennies are the older people. 

We don't presume to know what the young 
folks’ indifference stems from, The dwindling 
number of articles that can be bought for a 
penny? The tough competition pennies have 
been getting from box-tops? The growing opu- 
lence of childhood? Or a simple indisposition to 
stoop? 

Whatever it is, the kiddies are missing fun. 
There is no other pleasure quite like the special 
pleasure of spending a windfall. It gives one a 
delightful sense of solvency. We hate to see 
children missing that particular pleasure. For 
as we always say, “Take care of the little peo- 
ple’s fun, and the big people's fun will take care 
of itself.” 
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Challenge to Congressman Velde 

A primary race that will do with more than 
a little watching is that which Congressman 
Velde of Illinois must win if he is to be on the 
ballot next November. The Republican contest 
in the Eighteenth congressional district—Peoria, 
Tazewell, Stark, Marshall, Putnam and Bureau 
counties—presents a veteran G.O.P. legislator at 
Springfield as the challenger to the 43-year-old 
head of the House Un-American Activities com- 
mittee, now in his third two-year term. 

The challenger is State Representative Robert 
H. Allison, also of Pekin, who has served in the 
Illinois Legislature for 20 years. A coal miner 
in his early years, Mr. Allison worked his way 
at Blackburn College at Carlinville and then 
attended Washington University and, later, Ili- 
nois State Normal University. He studied law 
at Illinois Wesleyan and is a member of the bar. 

In the Illinois House, Mr, Allison has been a 
spokesman for labor groups and has had a hand 
in the writing of much of the labor law in re- 
cent years. The expectation of political observ- 
ers in the district is that in the primary, he will 
have considerable labor support against Mr. 
Velde. This will be made the easier because the 
Democratic ticket does not present a contest. 
Democrat Howerd Beeney, a professional auc- 
tioneer, is unopposed so union members and 
others who might otherwise vote Democratic 
may easily cross over to the Republican ballot 
to vote for Mr. Allison. 

Congressman Velde invited the opposition of 
church groups by his statements about investi- 
gating the clergy and there are signs that some 
of this disfavor will manifest itself on primary 
day, April 13. Also not a few voters will remem- 
ber that he made an untrue attack on Mrs. Agnes 
E. Meyer, Washington civic and educational 
leader, and was forced to admit his blunder. He 
also embarrassed the White House and the 
G.O.P. National. Committee by eagerness to “get 
into the act” at the time of the Brownell-White- 
Truman controversy last fall. 

The Pekin-Peoria district has a chance to re- 
lieve itself of a standing embarrassment, April 
13. If State Representative Allison did not think 
the voters were ready, he undoubtedly would 
not be asking for a promotion from Springfield 
to Washington,

No Paradox in Parking 

At first glance, there is something of a para- 
doxical ring to the current message of the St. 
Louis Garage and Parking Lot Association that 
“You CAN find a handy. parking space down- 
town.” 

If this is so, then why did so many downtown 
merchants put so much heat on the Board of 
Aldermen to tear a hole in the master traffic 
control plan and create additional parking 
spaces? That would seem foolish and unneces- 
sary. 

The answer, of course, is that the merchants 
are talking about curb parking space, which 
would retail for 5 cents an hour. The garage 
men and parking lot operators are talking about 
private, off-street space, and there lies the dif- 
ference—say 20 cents the first half hour. 

All of which is likely to leave many motorists 
with mixed feelings: They will be glad to hear 
there are plenty of handy spaces downtown, but 
they will probably wonder whether they can af-

An Editorial in The Wall Street Journal 


Every newspaper editor knows that 
if he chose to do so he could easily 
create the appearance of a crime wave 
in his town. It would only be necessary 
to make page one news out of every 
item on the local police blotter, provid- 
ing black headlines for all sluggings and 
muggings, 

It is equally easy to give a distorted 
picture of the state of a nation’s busi- 
ness. If anyone wants to paint a bleak 
picture, all he has to do is select every 
piece of “bad” news and ignore what 
does not fit the portrait. 


But the distortions of emphasis are 
not only tricks for the calculating, They 
are also traps for the unwary. Even the 
best intentioned searcher for the truth 
has a hazardous journey when he must 
go through a maze of conflicting facts. 
What he finds greatly depends on what 
he expects to find. 

There is quite a chance, it seems to 
us, that some of our economic sooth- 
sayers have been caught in this trap. 
For several years now all our business 
indices have been moving upward under 
the impetus of inflation. Recently some 
of them have moved down, and it is 
natural that these should attract atten- 
tion not necessarily in proportion to 
their significance. 

But consider, on the other hand, how 
the economic picture might seem to the 
analyst who selected only the follow- 
ing bits of recent business news. 


The Commerce Department has re- 
ported that in January this year the 
personal income of individuals was at 
an annual rate of $282,500,000,000. This 
is two billion dollars higher than it was 
in January last year—the year that was 
supposed to be the most “prosperous” 
of all. How does this fit in with the 


_ plaint that people’s purchasing power 


is drying up? 
The auto industry has just reported 


that its February sales were 12 per 
cent over January and Chrysler and 
Hudson have just put on 10,000 workers 
between them. January factory sales, 
moreover, were above those of January 
last year. How does this fit in with the 
prophecies of doldrums in Detroit? 


Life insurance sales\for January were 
a good 10 per cent over the same month 
last year, totaling $2,600,000,000. The 
commodity futures index recently hit 
175.96, the highest since August 1952. 
Machine tool orders, one of the favorite 
statistics of economists, climbed 15 per 
cent between December and January. 
Dun and Bradstreet reports a drop in 
business failures. The National Associa- 
tion of Purchasing Agents reports new 
orders at the best level since May of 
1953. 

Or consider the stock markets, The 
Dow-Jones industrial average has been 
on a steady climb since Noveinber, 
touching “new highs” every few weeks. 
Like strength has also been shown on 
the American and the regional ex- 
changes. How does this fit in with the 
picture, often drawn in Washington, of 
citizens gloomy about the future? 


Now, we do not intend to suggest 
that there are no dark spots on the sil- 
ver lining or to suggest that every seg- 
ment of the economy has completed 
the necessary adjustments from past 
dislocations. A selection of only ‘“‘good” 
statistics could be misleading also. Nor 
do we intend ourselves to get into the 
precarious business of predicting. 


But we do suggest that A 
is completely ensnared by pessimism 
there are many heartening things to be 
found in the state of the economy, and 
that politicians as well as the public 
ought to be on guard against the traps 
of emphasis. If the now gloomy sooth- 
sayers have been caught in them, it 
will not be the first time. 


From Browns to Orioles, With Orchids 
From The Baltimore Sun 


The baseball season is almost here. 
In Yuma the new Orioles have begun 
to train for their climb out of the abyss 
dug so diligently by their predecessors, 
the St. Louis Browns. We were in- 
formed of the arrangements for the 
opening-day celebration; and some cele- 
bration it will. be with 5000 orchids 
strewn (what else can you do with 
orchids?) in the path of the team, and 
fifteen bands playing and some three 
dozen floats, one of them_representing 
the Alamo, rolling down Charles street.

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Labor’s Interest in the Farmer

It should be equally obvious that 
when unions are busted and wages are 
cut, the victims of the low pay economy 
wil] have less to spend for everything 
the farmer has to sell.

Between Book Ends 


On the “New Inquisition” 


THE URGE TO PERSECUTE, by A. Powell Davies. 
(The Beacon Press, 219 pgs., $2.75.) 
James A. Pike in the New York Herald 
Tribune. 


I hope a lot of people read this book, 
not only for the profit they will derive 
from it (which will be considerable), 
but to cheer up the author, who will 
probably pay dearly for having written 

For today we 
are beyond “guilt 
by . association” — 
which at least had 
a superficial plaus- 
ibility; now simply 
to question the 
aims or methods of 
the New Inquisi- 
tion brings upon 
one the attribution 
of guilt, the charge 
of being a Commu- 
nist. 

But, of course, 
judged by any 
other standards, 
the author is noth- 
ing of the sort. An outstanding prophet 
of the Judeo-Christian heritage against 
all that would tyrannize the soul and 
mind of man, he represents what in 
the long run is the strongest positive 
defense against Communism. 

Dr. Davies paints a vivid picture of 
the context, procedures and results of 
the inquisition. He is in a good posi- 
tion to do this, since as a pastor in the 
capital city he has served as counselor 
to many who are on the receiving end 
of the investigative enterprise. In ad- 
dition he has a profound understanding 
of the historical background, the tem- 
per of our times and the personal and 
social psychology which can enable us 
to understand the phenomenon of Com- 
munist affiliation and fellow-traveling 
and the phenomenon of professional 
anti-Communism and super-patriotism. 


What we get is a dreadful and men- 
acing picture of human evil—indeed of 
that demonic interlocking of evil which 
in the Christian tradition has been 
called “original sin” (though our Uni- 
tarian author, realistic as he is, could 
hardly have been expected to call it 
such). Indeed his data lay a better 
foundation for the necessity of the faith 
in God for which he. pleads than for 
the faith in man which his orientation 
constrains him to put first. 

Especially fine are his consideration 
of “What is an Un-American?,” his 
treatment of loyalty, and his sensitive 
consideration of the difficult question 
of conscience: whether a witness should 
reveal the names of past associates in 
suspected organizations when the lat- 
ter have long since disassociated theme 
selves therefrom and are living peace- 
ful, constructive lives, and—considering 
the present tactics of the inquisitors— 
would be hurt irreparably by the dis- 
closure. The author has no answer to 
that question. 

As one puts down this call to “a 
resurgent democracy”’—a true Amer- 
icanism—he is grateful that the cur- 
rent problem of persecution has been 
treated so ably from the perspective of 
high religion, prophetic ethics and pas- 
toral responsibility—in ether words, 
in the best tradition of the ministry.

EXPERT TELLS HOW 
BUDGET IS DOUBLED 


National Council’s Dr. 
Thompson Recommends 
United Church Can- 
vass Method. 


By JOHN T. STEWART 
Church Editor of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


The average church could dou- 
ble its budget and income by a 
better canvass, the top finance 
expert of the National Council 
of Churches told a large group 
of church leaders here last 
weekend. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas K. 
Thompson of New York is head 
of the department of steward- 
ship of the council. He spoke at 
a meeting of the executive board 
of the Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration on a united church can- 
vass, which is a joint one-day 
solicitation by all or many 
churches of a community. 


“We are not matching our 
prosperity,” he said in urging 
churches to expand their pro- 
grams and budgets. 


“Unless you are paying your 
minister at least 80 per cent 
more than in 1939 you are ask- 
ing him to take a cut in salary,” 
he added. 

“Face to face canvassing is the 
most effective type of solicita- 
tion for church support,” the 
Rev. Dr. Thompson declared. 

He was asked about Loyalty 
Sunday, the custom in some 
churches of asking parishioners 
to bring in their gifts and 
pledges. “I am sure those 
churches lose half of the sup- 
port they might get by a can- 
vass,” was his comment. He said 
this had been proved by the ex- 
perience of many churches. 

“The united church canvass 
began 20 years ago during the 
depression,” he said. “The 
movement is strongest in New 
England and is growing steadi- 


He said that 22 Episcopal 
churches in the Worcester, 
Mass., area increased their 
budgets by an average of 61 per 
cent through a united campaign. 

“The second Sunday in No- 
vember is the best time of year 
for a church canvass,” the Rev. 
Dr. Thompson said. “The spirit 
of Thanksgiving is operating and 
the Christmas rush has not 
started.”

MEXICO CITY, March 13 
(UP)—Mexico and Cuba put on 
their biggest point-making spree 
of the Central American games 
yesterday to tengthen their one- 
two lead in the championship 
race, 


Dominating the  12-nation 
competition in nearly every 


sport, the two countries won 
four gold medals each and 
clinched three team titles. 

Cuba won the unofficial cham- 
pionship in track and field, while 
Mexico was walking away with 


tennis and swimming. 

Both nations dominated gym- 
nastics, wrestling and basketball 
to pile up huge totals in the 
overall scoring. Mexico, winning 
104 points in the sixth day’s 
competition, had a bulge of more 
than 100 points over Cuba, while 
the Cubans in turn had a 150- 
point margin over third-place 
Venezuela. 

Mexico’s heaviest scoring 
came with a one-two-three sweep 
in three-meter springboard div-: 
ing, led by Olympic ace Joaquin 
Capilla, who took the event for 
the third consecutive time. 

The Mexicans also crowned 
two champions: in tennis and 
only Mexicans were left in the 
finals and semifinals of the 
other three tennis titles yet to 
be decided. 

Cuba’s Manuel Sanguily won 
the 200-meter breast stroke, but 
the Mexicans were leading in 
the sports with 84 points to 21 
for second-place Cuba. 

In gymnastics, Cuba took three 
more gold medals as Francisco 
Cascante came out on top in. the 
parallel bars and also paced the 
victory in the team parallel bar 
event. Cuba likewise won the 
team’s ring competition, while 
Mexico copped the fourth title 
in team free-hand gymnastics.

$90,800 FLEEING 
SEATTLE BANK 


Hunt Is Under Way for 
Robbers Who Shot 


Three Policemen, One 
Fatally. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


SEATTLE, March 13 (AP)— 
Three bank robbers who killed 
one policeman and wounded two 
others were the objects of a 
search throughout the Pacific 


northwest tod ; 
The po n never fired a 


shot yesterday as they were cut 
down by the three men who had 
just finished robbing the Green- 
wood Bank of $97,700—$90,800 
of which they dropped in their 
getaway. 

The robbers, entering the bank, 
wore horn-rimmed spectacles and 
noses which some _ bystanders 
thought were part of a joke. 

One man stood guard at the 
front entrance; another stuck a 
pistol in the back of bank man- 
ager Kenneth McElhaney and 

told him to head for the vaults, 
and the third walked to the 
tellers’ cages where he scooped 
money into a shopping bag? 

An employe pressed a con- 
cealed alarm bar with his foot 
and three policemen in one-man 
patrol cars responded, their si- 
rens screaming. 

“George, somebody's sounded 
the alarm,” one robber shouted 
as he ran toward the front lobby. 
Police Sgt. Howard Slessman, 
shotgun at his-side, was running 
through the outer door, The 
robber fired and Slessman fell, 
a bullet wound in his neck. 

As Slessman fell, Patrolman 
Frank W. Hardy jumped from 
his car, running toward the 
parking lot at the side of the 
bank. A second robber fired 
through a window, wounding 
Hardy fatally in the head. 

Then, the third officer, Ver- 
non R. Chase, arrived just as 
two of the robbers broke through 
a side door. One fire quickly 
and Chase was down a few feet 
from Hardy, a bullet wound in 
the chest. 

Two of the robbers jumped 
into their getaway car as the 
third kicked out a plate-glass 
window and leaped through. He 
dropped a sack containing $90,- 
800 as he started running up the 
street. 

The men in the car picked up 
their comrade and sped away, 
easily outdistancing a fourth pa- 
trol car which drove up just 
after the shooting was over. 

Patrolman Hardy died on the 
way to a hospital. He was 30 
years old. 

The getaway automobile was 
found later, a few miles away, 
its motor still warm and a .45- 
caliber bullet on the front seat. 
No further clues have been un-

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‘FLANDERS CALLS 
TAX EXEMPTION 


‘Asserts George Proposal 
Would Mean Only 
‘Peanuts’ to Low-In- 
come Groups. 


WASHINGTON, March 13 
(AP)—Senator Flanders (Rep.), 
Vermont, today characterized as 
“an expensive phony” a plan of 
Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
to cut individual income taxes 
by sharply increasing exemp- 
tions for each taxpayer and his 
dependents. 

Flanders made the remark in 
an interview as Republicans in 
both the Senate and House 
sought to tighten their lines 
against the Democratic drive to 
increase the exemptions. 

Flanders, who serves on the 
tax-writing Finance Committee, 
said the George proposal would 
mean only “peanuts” to low-in- 
come taxpayers. 

For instance, he said, the 
benefit would he only 80 cents 
a week to an individual in the 
low-wage bracket with no de-| 
pendents. 

But George’s plan would be 
expensive to the Government, 
he said, costing 4% billion dol- 
lars in revenue this year, and 
about eight billion in succeed- 
ing years. 

George, who is senior Demo- 
crat on the Finance Committee, 
proposes to boost the exemp- 
tions from the present $600 to 
$800 this year, and to $1000 for 
1955 and thereafter. 

George. contends the exemp- 
tions are inadequate, pointing 
out they have not been in- 
creased since 1948. He says the 
tax cut would counteract the 
present business downturn by 
increasing mass _ purchasing 
power. 

Meanwhile, it seemed clear 
that. the Administration’s tax 
“strategy on Capitol Hill would 
be to let $912,000,000 of excise 
tax cuts voted by the House 
Wednesday slide through the 
Senate without a serious fight, 
and to concentrate on beating 
the income tax exemption in- 
creases. 

The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee is to conduct hearings on 
the excise measure next week. 
It will hear Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Hum- 
phrey’s testimony in opposition 
to the cuts Wednesday. 

These presumably would be 
cast by Senators Byrd (Dem.), 
and Williams (Rep.), Delaware. 
Both contend that the budget 
should be balanced before any 
further tax reductions are made. 

Chairman Millikin (Rep.), 
Colorado, of the finance group 
said he expects the Senate to 
pass the excise bill in about 
the same form as the House 
sent it over. 

But he said the Administrla- 
tion could not stand the loss of 
revenue which an increase in 
personal income tax exemptions 
would mean. 

Millikin pointed out there al- 
ready is a prospective loss of 
about $7,300,000,000 in tax rev- 
enue this year—five billion 
through the 10 per cent indi- 
vidual income tax reduction and 
the wiping out of the excess 
profits tax on _ corporations 
which took effect Jan. 1; $912,- 
000,000 on the excise bill, and 
$1,400,000,000 through a big tax 
revision bill which the House 
will take up next week. 

House Democrats plan _ to 
make their move on the exemp- 
tions on the revision bill; they 
will seek to boost them to $700.

hammed Mossadegh last fall, 
was arrested today in a Tehran 
suburb. 

Fatemi, fiery 36-year-old na- 
tionalist went into hiding dur- 
ing the bloody royalist coup 
which overthrew the Mossadegh 
government Aug. 19. He first 
was reported “torn to bits” by 
an angry mob, then later was 
said to have escaped to Egypt 
or Syria. 

Hiding Theory. 

Premier Gen. Fazollah Zahedi, 
who led the anti-Mossadegh 
coup, has said all along he be- 
lieved Fatemi was hiding some- 
where in Tehran. 

Fatemi was No. 1 aid to Mos- 
sadegh in pushing through Iran’s 
nationalization bill which seized 
this country’s rich petroleum in- 
dustry from the British. His 
former boss already is serving 
a three-year solitary confine- 
ment sentence on charges of 
treason. 

(Presumably Fatemi faces the 
same charge.) 

Fatemi was captured by Maj. 
Ali Akhbar Molevi, attached to 
the staff of Tehran’s military 
governor. Molevi said Fatemi 
had been living in two rooms 
in the house in which he was 
arrested. 

“I got to the house about 9 
a.m.,”” Molevi said. “Fatemi, who 
had grown a full jet black 
beard—came to the door in 
pajamas and a violet dressing 
gown.” 

Molevi said he ordered Fatemi 
—who during his last three days 


of Mossadegh’s rule bitterly de- 
nounced Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlevi in public speeches and 
in his newspaper Bakhtar Em- 
rooz—to shout “long live the 
Shah.”

The New Films 
By Myles Standish 


Rita as Sadie 
ISS RITA HAYWORTH brings a sort of sleazy realism 
M to the surface portrayal of Somerset Maugham’s famous 
™ South Seas harlot in “MISS SADIE THOMPSON,” at 
LOEW’S STATE. THEATER. When she dances with some 
sweaty, beer-swigging, shoving marines in 
a smoke-filled island store, and then does 
a twisting, wiggling solo in the center of 
their hectic, shouting ring. there is color 
and excitement to her portrayal. When 
she reclines on a bed and sings a sultry 
blues chant to the plaintive harmonica 
obbligato of a marine, She looks like the 
wicked and vibrant woman the original play envisaged. 
But I am afraid Rita is tied down by a scrubbed script 
and her own limitations as a dramatic actress in what 
should have been the tense and hysterical changes of the 
role. 

In this version the locale is brought up to date at a 
United States Marine radar installation and the Rev. Mr. 
Davidson is divested of his clerical title and made a lay 
head of a mission board. Rita, on her arrival at the island, 
is shown as merely a hale-fellow with the boys, one who 
can drink and sing with them for laughs, but who is other- 
wise untouchable. She has left her past behind her in a 
Honolulu dive and is set for better things. This purification 
seems to leave Rita as confused about the kind of woman 
she is playing as Sadie is by Mr. Davidson’s religious ex- 
hortations. As for Davidson, the role is played in too minor 
a key by Jose Ferrer. The pruriency behind the reformer’ 
fervor, his fanaticism, his mounting obsession with lust, 
are not sufficiently developed before he advances on Sadie 
with that gleam in his eye. Aldo Ray’s sturdy Sergeant 
O'Brien is the best realized of the roles. 

This, in the short story and in the play, “Rain,” was 
a thrust at smug intolerance. But, as in the two previous 
screen versions, that point has been considerably weakened. 


The Ripper Is Back 

As I recall it, the first movie version of the Marie 
Belloc Lowndes novel about Jack the Ripper, back in 1944, 
with Laird Cregar, was a much better film than the new 
one at the MISSOURI, called “THE MAN IN THE ATTIC.”

T is not always possible for a 

defender to know that by sac- 

rificing one trick he will gain 
two or more tricks, but in some 
cases that excellent chance is 
strongly indicated. For example, 
consider this deal:

South was right in one respect 
—that the enemy could easily 
have made four hearts, for game 
and rubber—but the cost of the 
four-spade contract might well 
have been disproportionate. 

West opened a low heart and 
South ruffed East's king. South 
laid down the king of clubs. It 
was almost sure that the club 
ace was over the king, and if 
South selected a lower club, 
East might get in (as far as 
South could tell) and return a 
trump through the closed hand. 
West, however, might be re- 
luctant to lead trumps. 

Declarer’s diagnosis was right. 
On winning the club trick West 
continued his forcing game, 
leading another heart, and when 
South again ruffed and led the 
club 10, West persisted with the 
same line. The consequence was 
that South ruffed two clubs in 
dummy, and not only that, but 
he managed to get West into an 
end-play (when West failed to 
unblock his’ diamond king on 
South’s ace) and ended up with 
SIX trump tricks, not counting 
the ruffs on the board. 

Thus, South made a profitable 
sacrifice, since he went down 
only one trick, 200 points, but 
the result might have been con- 
siderably different. Quite aside 
from falling into the end-play, 
West should have realized that 
stopping club ruffs was more 

important than preserving his 
sure trump trick. With South 
void of hearts, it was extremely 
probable that he had fair length 
in clubs, and the particular de- 
nomination of dummy’s trumps, 
in the light of South’s bidding 
and West’s own trump holding, 
gave strident warning that East 
could not over-ruff dummy. 
Thus, West should have shifted 
to trumps, cheerfully sacrificing 
his trick ' that sult. 


Delinquency Is 


Health Problem 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


T. Louis, like all other large 
G cities, is constantly con- 

fronted with the ever increas- 
ing problem of juvenile delin- 
quency. 
. ¥ _ 

THE SLUM AREAS which 
play a significant part in pro- 
moting juvenile delinquency 
need to be dealt with not by 
the physician but by the citizen. 
The emotional disturbance char- 
acterizing juvenile delinquency 
can best be treated by a skillful 
psychiatrist or social worker. 

Delinquency is a complex pub- 
lic health problem in which the 
interlocking social, economic, 
political, cultural and emotional 
causes must be considered. There 
is no éasy solution and psy- 
chiatry is not the whole answer, 
but psychiatry can deal with 
the emotional causes of delin- 
quency. 

The Mental Hygiene Section 
of the St. Louis Health Division 
conducts clinics at two of the 
municipal health centers. These 
clinics specialize in the psy- 
chiatric treatment of juvenile 
delinauency as well as other 
emotional problems of youth, 
Juvenile delinquents are re- 
ferred by the schools, by their 
own parents, and by the court. 

Although the facilities of the 
clinic meet only a small portion 
of the total need, its usefulness 
in this area has been demon- 
strated. In many instances, 
particularly when the young of- 


fender is referred early, suc- 
cessful treatment results. 
As with any illness, delin- 


quency is most easily treated 
when detected early. In the 
Mental Hygiene Section both the 
parents and the children are 
helped to find the cause of their 
troubles by means of a series 
of confidential interviews.

THE WAYWARD CHILD and 
his worried parents are aften 
fearful of applying for help be- 
cause they think that punish- 
ment, particularly for the par- 
ents, will be forthcoming. 

Therefore, it is very important 
for them to know that the pro- 
fessional ‘staff of the Mental 
Hygiene Section does not pass 
judgment, and does not punish 
in any way. Here people can 


come for help without fear.

NEW YORK, March 13 (UP)—
